Atte/ making a careful examination 
of these cases and getting the clinical 
history of each case, and consulting the 
Doctors who have been treating this 
disease for two years or more, I came 
to this conclusion; that Pellagra is a 
non contagious disease, nor do I be- 
lieve it to be an infectious disease, and 
I wish to add that the state board has 
also decided that this disease is not con- 
tagious. I believe that "Pellagra" is a 
condition, resulting from a diseased 
nervous S3rstem, aggravated by improp- 
er diet rather than a disease, Itm aer- 
vous system or an Imbecile. 

In all the eases that I examined at 
the Lexington Asylum I only found one 
that looked to be fairly well nourished, 
and he was a perfect blank. 

I believe people of sound mind and 
body and who live within the purview 
of the laws of health m» tauonned 
against this disease. Now to ward off, 
not only this disease, but all contagiou.s 
diseaaaa w<b mnrt live a pure clean life.

"PeUagra." 

So much has been said and written 
about this mysterious disease of late 
that it has become as much dreaded as 
the Bubonic Plague or the Asiatic 
Cholera. So many reports have been prin 
ted in regard to it, some of them 
doubtless being grossly exaggerated, 
that The State Board of Control of 
Charitable Institutions has d ee m e d it 
proper to* issue the following state- 
ment in r^;ard to it, and the preval- 
ence of itiathel a a U t rthw at the 
state. 

"In view of ^he fact that many ex- 

agjjorated and sensational rejiorts 
relative to the presence of pellagra in 
the asyhims for the insane of the State 
have been circulated, causing great 
uneasiness to relatives of the patients, 
the Board of Central feela called upon 
to make a few statements concerning 
the disease and its presence in the 
asy turns. 

^"The disease, while comparatively 
new in this country, has existed abroad 
for nearly 280 yeara.^ Nothing is de- 
finitely known as to the orgin or cause, 
and its treatment to this time has been 
more or less ex |>eri mental or expectant. 
Medical authorities are agreed that 
the disease is not communicable, and 
that segregatlpg or quarantining is 
therefore unnecessary. It is far more 
prevalent among the insane and in asy- 
hUBa for the insane, yet aince it first 
appeared in our asylums, more than 
two years ago, we have had only seven- 
ty cases among our 4,000 patients. 

"There is, in the <^nion of this 
Board no cause for great alarm or ap- 
prehension on the part of friends and 
relatives of the patients in the asy- 
lums. Tliey are receiving the very 
best of care, by capable physicians and 
trained nurses, and nothing is being 
left undone that win add to Hieir com- 
fort or aid in their reatorttion to 
healUu" 

HiIs statement riiouM snfllce to re- 
lieve the minds of those who may have 
friends or relatives in these institu- 
tions, and to banish any anxiety they 

may have had in regard to them. It 
seems to us that if a person should be- 
eonw afflicted with this disease, it 

would be far better to allow them to 
stay in the institution where they may 
have the benefit of tiie professional 
men who are acquainted with the ma- 
lady and its treatment, and therefore 
betier qualified to treat it, rather than 
to bring them to their home to be 
placed under the care of their family 
physican, who in most cases, would be 
wholly unfamiliar with, and naturally 
at a loss as to how to treat it.

The dove season has 0|>ened. a joke 
isn't it. a dove season and no doves. 
Where are they yon say? Why, gone 
the way of all other game in Kentucky, 
a sacrifice to the pot hunter. There 
waa a time, and it vras not so very 
long ago either, when the hemp fields 
of Garraed and suiTounding counties 
literally aKve with doves, and 
. why you may sit all afternoon in 
the shade of a hemp shock or a tree 
and notaee snedoi^ Why ia tUs 
will you ask. The reason is that when 
they were plentiful, hunters would go 
out hi bands and vie with each other 
as to the number they would kill; they 
would go from county to county, and 
from field to fiekl, wherever they could 
hear of dovi-s, and would not cease 
their slaughter until the last sign of a 
dove was either killed or driven from 
the locality. Do you wonder then that 
we have a dove season without doves. 

Just ao long as men, we will not say 
sportsmen, continue to kill more game 
than they can use, or more than is 
sufficient for ti e needs of their own 
family, and cateb more fish dun they 
can make use of in their own house. 
hold, just so long will Kentucky 
streams be without fish and her fields 
devoid <^ winged game. 

The game laws could be made more 
stringent, but a rigid enforcement < of 
the laws now in eri st enee would help 
the matter materially, and until some 
effort is BMide to enforce the existing 
laws ft Isska Hka Mty to saaet othars

The convention decided to retain in the 
platform the plank advocating the e.x- 
tension of the County Unit Bill by a 
voth of 6«>7 in favor of the plank 
against 514 vs it, a majority of 15S in 
f avor of the^plank. The advocates of 
the extension of the law were led by 
Ex-Govemor J. C. W. Beckham, while 
those against it were generaled by 
Hon. Henry Watterson of the Courier 
Journal.

Seetion 1-On National lasae. We 
the Democrats of Kentucky, in dele- 
gate convention duly assembled and 
held in the dty of Louisville, Kentacky 
on August 15, 1911, do hereby pledge 
anew our faith in and devotion to the 
time-honored and eternal principles of 
our party first promulgated in the Dec- 
laration of Independence and since 
reafllmed ia saeesssive platforms of 
the party, and we osju'cially reaffirm 
our faith in and devotion to the nat- 
ional Democratic platform adopted at 
Denver, Colorado, in the year 

Sec. 2— We denounce the Repub- 
lican party and the preaent Republican 

President for their flagrant and willful 
be trayal of the trust reposed in them 
by tlie American people and call at- 
tention especially to tte fact that they 
have willfully disregarded their pre- 
election promiaes to the effect that 
they would revise downward the un- 
just tariff system and would relieve 
the masses of the people of the heavy 
burdens of unjust and annaeeasary 
taxation. 

On tiie contrary the RepuUieaas en- 
acted tne odious Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law of 1909, pronounced by Mr. Taft 
to be *the best RepubUeaa tariff law 
ever passed." which law was a gross 
breach of the Republican President 
and his poKtieal party. This tariff law 
in order to enrich the few, increased 
the burdens of the many, and authoriz- 
ed those favored few not only to con- 
tinue, but to increase, their robbery of 
the many under the forms of law.
